Farmers need more education to male 


them better citizens. In their hands 
rests the well being of future genera- 
tion.?. It is for them to keep the soil 
productive, that the crops shall meet 
the requirements of what at no distant 
day may be a superabundant crowd of 
human beings upon the hearth, unless 
the Mahhusian remedies of war and 
pestilence rush them off in sufficient 
numbers to offset the present rapid in- 
crease. 


However much some may decry sci- 


ence and hold to the sufficiency of prac- 
tice, they must admit that the practice 
of the past has greatly deteriorated our 
farming lands, and even made some dis- 
tricts almost uninhabitable. 


The sewerage of cities is fast piling up 


on the sea bottom the fertility of produc- 
tive soils. This sewerage question is one 
of vast import. Chinahas solved it, but 
her solution will not auawer for our 
civilization. 


The guano deposits of Peru, it is said,

How General SptaiMr Invented Fns»

The origin of the .fractional currency, 


which'has been in the past few yean 
superseded by fractional silver, is some- 
what peculiar and not generally known. 
The appearance of this currency, which 
at first was always spoken of as "postal 
currency," was due to the premium on 


In 1802 small change became very 


scarce. Gold being up and taking with 
it silver, these coins disappeared from 
circulation. Stockings were brought out) 
and the precious metals found their way 
to the heels and toes. 


It was more than a day's search to find 


a five-cent silver piece or any other small 
denomination of that coin. People could 
not find exchange for small transactions. 
In buying a dinner in the market, change 
had to be taken in beets, cabbages, pota- 
toes and what not. 


General Spinner was then Treasurer 


of the United States. He was constant- 
ly appealed ,to from all quarters to do 
tometliing to supply the demand for 
small change. He had no law under 
which he could act, but after buying a 
half-dollar's worth of apples several 
timed and receiving for his half-dollar 
in change more or less different kinds of 
produce, he began to cast around for a 
substitute for small change. 


In his dilemma he bethought him of 


the postage stamp. He sent down to 
the Poatoffice Deportment and purchas- 
ed a quantity of stamps. He then or- 
dered up a package of the paper upon 
which government securities were print- 
ed. He cut the paper into various sizes. 
On the pieces he pasted stamps to repre- 
sent different amounts. He thus initia- 
ted a substitute for fractional silver. 


This was not, howevt-, u government 


transaction in any sense. It could not 
be. General Spinner distributed his im- 
provised currency among the clerks ol 
.the department. They took it readily, 
and the trade-folks more readily. The 
idea spread; the postage stamps, cithei 
detached .or pasted upon a piece of pa- 
per, became the medium of small ex- 
change. It was dubbed "postal curren- 
cy."

From this General Spinner got his idea/ 


of the fractional currency and went t^j 
Congress with it. That body readi 
adopted it, and but a short time aft 
General Spinner hail begun pastir 
erations a law was on the statute 
providing for the issue of the f ractii 
currency which became so popular. 


The fac simile of postage stamps 


put on each piece of currency, and 
long timo it wa* known as "postal 
rency." The introduction of 
stamps as money entailed con 
loss to those who handled them.

move the tears caused by straining. 


"Favor the failing sight aa much as 


possible. Looking into a bright fire, es 
pecially a coal fire, is very injurious to 
the eyes. Looking at molten iron will 
soon destroy the sight; reading'in twi- 
light is injurious to the eyes, as they are 
obliged to make great exertion. Read- 
ing or sewing with a side light injures 
the eyes, as both eyes should be exposed 
to an equal degree of light. 
The reason 


is, the sympathy between the eyes is so 
great that if the pupil of one is'kept di- 
lated by being partially in the shade, the 
one that is most exposed can not con- 
tract itself sufficiently for protection and 
will be ultimately injured. 
Those who 


wish to preserve their eyesight should ob- 
serve the following rules, and preserve 
the general health by correct habite;— 
" '1. By sitting in such a position aa 


will allow the light to fall obliqoely over 
the shoulder on tlie page or sewing.' 
" '2. By not using the eye for such pur- 


poses by any artificial light.' • 
" '3. By avoiding the special use of the 


eyes in the morning before breakfast.' 
" '4. By resting them for a half minute 


or so while reading or sewing, or looking 
at_ small objects; and by looking at 
things at a distance, or up to the dcy; 
relief is immediately felt by BO doing.' 
" '5. Never pick any collected matter 


from the eyelashes or corners of the cyos 
with the hngcr nails; rather moisten it 
with the saliva and rub it away with the 
ball of the finger.' 


"'6. Frequently pass the ball of the 


finger over the closed eyelids, toward the 
nose; this carries off an excess of water 
in the nose itself by means o£ the little 
canal which leads into the nostril from 
each inner corner of the eye, this canal 
having a tendency to close up in conse- 
quence of the slight iiiflamation which 
attends weaknessof eyes.' 


"'7. Keep the feet always dry and 


warm, so as to draw any excess of blood 
from the other end of the body.' 


'"8. The moment the eyes t'cel tired, 


the very moment yon arc "conscious of 
an effort to read or sew, lay aside the 
book or needle, and take a walk for an 
hour, or employ yourself in same active 
exercise iiot requiring the close use of 
the eves..'''

On our return an instructive sight

baked in an adjoining building. It was 
done with a rapidity which explains 
how of old the supply was prepared 
every day, and how if some guests 
arrived the housewife could make [the 
necessary provision without delay. (Gen. 
xviii, C). 


Among the Fellaheen the dough is 


generally leavened. 
A large round 


hole in the ground, some one and one- 
half feet deep, and the same in diameter, 
forms the oven. In this lie some live 
coals, which, as in Hosea's time (Hosea 
vii, 6), are not allowed to go out at 
night, and when baking has to be done, 
are again revived. 


The housewife first forms a lump of 


dough with her hand, then suddenly 
spreads it out with an undescribably 
rapid action of both hands—which can 
as little be imitated as a conjuror's 
movement—into a cake as thin as a leaf, 
which with a moistened' dab or rag 
she presses into the hot oven, where 
it remains sticking.
